Mr. Forsyth and the Silver Bars. 

The New York Herald publishes a letter 
signed by Enrique A. Mejia, Lieutenant-Col- 
onel Mexican Army, who says that he feels 
bound to lay before the public a proper state- 
ment of Mr. Forsytlrs connection with the 
concealment of silver bars, at his residence at 
Tacuhaya, and makes the following statement: 

On the 14th of October General Blanco, 
with a division of constitutional forces, occu- 
pied Tacubaya, with the object of seconding 
a proposed movement of the Liberal party 
within the capital. As an attack on the city 
was decided upon for the next morning, and 
the division not being strong enough to leave 
a rear guard at Tacubaya, the silver bars, fifty 
in another, were put in my charge, to be safe- 
ly deposited wherever I might judge the most 
secure. Upon reflection I decided to see Mr. 
Forsyth, a personal friend of mine, and, as 
such, requested permission to leave the silver 
in his charge for the ensuing twenty-four 
hours. Mr. Forsyth very kindly consented. 

On the l.'ith, after attacking and taking cer- 
tain positions, and ascertaining that the pro- 
posed movement had tailed, we withdrew six 
miles from thecapital without passing through 
Tacubaya. On the afternoon of the 16th we 
again marched toward Tacubaya, with the in- 
tention of reclaiming the silver and thus re- 
lieving Mr. Forsyth. As the enemy was re- 
ported there, I advanced with a hundred rifle- 
men, upon which they withdrew, and the di- 
vision soon following, Tacubaya was again oc- 
cupied. As it was determined that night to 
make farther movements in the immediate vi- 
cinity, I prevailed upon Mr. Forsyth to retain 
the silver twenty -four hours longer, promising 
him to return without fail the next night lor 
the treasure. The division left TacuUiva at 
daybreak, and marched to occupy San Angus- 
tine. The next night, as I was approaching 
Tacubaya with one hundred and fifty men to 
carry off the bars, 1 was informed thatCallejo 
had occupied Miscoac, (a village between Ta- 
cubaya and San Augustine.) with eight hun- 
dred men. 1 fell back on San Augustine, and 
the next morning the division withdrew and 
eventually left the valley, without an opportu- 
nity offering to remove the silver bars from 
Mr. Forsyth's residence. 

Persons conversant with Mexican customs 
must be aware that on the eve, or during a re\ - 
olution, money, plate, and other valuables, are 
deposited in the foreign legations and consu- 
lates for safety. I can not, therefore, imagine 
how any odium can he attached to Mr. For- 
syth for his participation in this matter. He 
was actuated also by a desire to reciprocate 
attentions shown him by myself and family. 

I must also say that Mr. Forsyth was not 
at the time aware the silver bars were those 
extracted from the Cathedral of Morelia, as 
I did not consider it necessary to inform him 
of the fact.

It also provides that 
after the 1st of July of tlie present year the pen- 
sion agencies are to be abolished, and their du- 
ties to be performed under the sub-treasury regu 
latiuns, with the view to save the cost of such 
agencies. The bill was eventually laid aside un 
til to morrow.

and confirming to the Mobile and Ohio Railroad 
1 Company the transfer of the lands heretofore 
granted by Congress to those Slates for railroad 
jmrposcs, the time for the completion of the road 
Mini; c xlended to 186.1. It was stated in explan- 
ation that the said transfer by the Legislatures of 
Mississippi and Alabama was judicially decided 
' void, because it was not in accordance' with the 
act of Congress. Hence the introduction of this 
bill 10 legalize it. 

The bill was then passed. 
Mr. Cobb, of Ala., reported a bill, amendatory 
of the pre emption laws. He said the object of 
the bill was to prevent frauds. Sometimes sut- 
lers on the public lands only remained one day 
and then sold out to speculators. The bill rc- 
; rptircs them to actually occupy the laud for three 
months, and is fur the benebt df the actual se t- 
tlers. 

Messrs. Washburne, of III . and Walbridge, of 
N. Y., objected to the consideration of the sub- 
ject at this time, asp he bill proposed the uproot 
log a, id entire change of all the pre emption laws 
Mr. Grow, of Pa., offered as an amendment 
that 110 public lands shall be ottered for sale by 
proclamation of the President until the surveys 
thereof shall have been tilled iu the land office 
for at least ten years. 

An unsuccessful motion to lay the bill on the 
table was made, the vote being yeas 44, nays 12t). 
Further proceedings were stayed by the expira- 
tion of the morning hour. 
I On motion of .Mr. Hatch, the Senate bill, mak- 
ing an appropriation for deepening the channvl of 
St Clair Hats, was referred to the Committee of 
the Whole on the state of the Union. 

The House then went into Committee of the 
Whole on the consular and diplomatic bills. 

Mr. Keitt described the position and resources 
; of Cuba, and said our hands must anil will rest 
upon it. The importance of the acquisition hits 
been attested by ewrv administration during the 
, last 30 years. John Quinry Adams, in 18->3, as- 
serted that its commanding position gave it the 
control of our commerce, which rendered it indis- 
pensable to the United States to acquire it. Mr. 
Clay announced a similar conclusion, which was 
concurred in by Everett and every Secretary of 
Slate Irjm that time down to the [resent time. 
He proceeded to show that every part of the con- 
federacy was interested in the commerce, and it 
was only by the acquisition of Cuba that we can 
strike down the shackles which now restrain the 
trade with that island If under the present op- 
pressive system her industrial energies are so great, 
who can calculate what w ill bo their value under 
the free intercommunication known to our coun- 
try? Slavery as existing in Cuba was not so re- 
volting as has been described, nor were the popu- 
lation so incapable of self-government as has 
been so repeatedly stated. 

Mr. Ritchie, of Pa , inquired whether Mr. 
Keitt desired to seize Cuba because her system 
of government was not in accordance with his 
views. 

Mr. Kiett replied that he did'not believe that 
it could"be done by purchase. The traditions and 
pride of Spain defeated all negotiations with that 
view. He believed there was ample re son to 
believe that France and England are in close al- 
liance, but this should not influence our conduct 
with respect to Cuba. There is a long catalogue 
of aggression and wrongs to our flag and insults 
1 to our honor, in consequence of which we have 
the right to declare war against Spain. We must 
have Cuba, which is a barrier in our path of pro- 
gress. We must have her lor the benefit of com- 
merce. Whatever stands in the way ot our pro- 
gress must be removed. The great American 
heart beats responsive to territorial expansion. 

On motion of Mr. Colfax, of Indiana, the appro- 
priation for salary to the Minister to Persia was 
stricken oat. 

Mr. Curry said our diplomatic system is a hum- 
bug — more for the bei efit ol place men than for 
I conducting negotiations with foreign powers. 

Mr. Lovejoy moved to strike out the appropria- 
tions to all ministers and commissioners. At the 
request of Mr. Clarke, of N. Y., lie excepted that 
lor the minister to Spain. 

Mr. Stanton, of Ohio, favored the idea of dis- 
: Densicg with these Ministers. All commercial 
duties are discharged by consuls. If it is pxocs- 
I sary to make a treaty, it e.*h be done by a special 
I Minister, or here at Washington. He wished to 
see how much sincerity there is in gentlemen who 
talk of reform in public expenditures. 

Mr. Crawford, of Ga, opposed the amendment. 
He could not see that any benefit would result 
from its adoption- 
Mr. Scale-s, of N. C said the bill appropriates 
about $;~>00,UUU. It was time that a reform in 
the expenditures of the government was made. 
He appealed to all the friends of economy to come 
up to the work. 

Mr. Lovejoy's amendment was rejected by 12 
majority. 

Mr. Garnett, of Va., moved to strikeout the 
mission to Rome Like that proposed to Persia, 
it was a job or pleasant place to be disposed of 
by the administration in power. The imports 
from Rome were essential oils and rags, France 
and England have 110 minister at Rome. 
The amendment was carried. 
On motion of Mr. Curry, of Ala., the mission 
to Switzerland was struck out. 

Mr. Bark-dale, of Miss., said he was glad to 
see symptoms of economy among the Re-publi- 
cans. They had formerly voted for the French 
Spoliation bill and other enormities. Their re 
form hail not commenced in the right place. 

.Mr. Stanton, of Ohio, said the French Spolia- 
tion bill had not come before the House He 
trusted the Republicans would appreciate and 
learn something from Mr. Barksdale's lecture. 
They would see how the Democrats le-garded the 
Republicans. Give them the necessary votes — 

Mr. Barksdale asked whether he understood the 
gentleman from Ohio to mean that the Republi- 
cans extended an act of courtesy in voting for 
extravagant expenditures. 

Mr Stanton replied that, for his part, he did 
not vote for them. 

Mr. Houston, of Ala., said that those who be- 
lieved tne expenditures extravagant should con- 
scientiously vote against them. 

Mr. Stanton remarked that, in this republican 



government the people held the parlies responsi- 
ble. 

On motion of Mr. Phelps, of Mo., the pending 
bill was laid aside. 

The President's message was then taken up. 

A recess was had till 7 o'clock this evening, for 
the purpose of general debate. 

Evening Session. — Mr. Marshall, of Ky-, re- 
plied to the remarks of Messrs. Washburne, of 
Maine, and tiiddings. He said the Republicans 
lost much of their strength at the last autumn 
elections. Hereafter the conservative men will 
refuse to coalesce with them. If a national 
ticket can be formed on the compromi-e meas- 
ures of ISM, there would be some hope of a re- 
turn of well-regulated prosperity to the country. 
The new party which Mr. Washburne here led into 
the field under the banner of Senator Seward was 
based on a single idea, and ihat was sectional, 
and could not be much larger or more te'sprctable 
than the Abolition party of l*. r >2, which supported 
Senator Hale for the Presidency. Mr. Marshall 
denounced the Democratic plan of squatter sov- 
ereignty. He would not give the toss of a cop- : 
per between it and the Wilmot proviso. 

Mr- Goode, of Va., obtained permission to 
print his speech on the distribution of the pro- 
cceds Irom the sales of public lands among the 
States, he not wishing orally to indict it on the 
committee- 
Mr. Scott, of Cal , believed that there was a 
decided majority i^ the House in favor of the 
Pacific Railroad, and, were it not for the jarring 
interests and rivalry between the two sections of 
the country, the bill could easily be passeel. He 
favored the measure as of national concent, with- 
out advocating any particular route. He argued 
that the common interests, founded on a widely 
extended commerce and intercourse, were essen- 
tial to the preservation of the Union. 

Mr Andrews, of New York, said he intended 
to make a speech, but if the committee permit, 
he would forego that privilege and print it. 

Mr. Burnett, of Kentucky, who had just enter- 
ed the hall, objected. He said there are a good 
many a bu ses existing in the House, and among 

them is that of publishing and sending out to the ' 
COuntrV what purports to be speeches delivered 
in the House, which nobody hears or knows what 
is in them. • 

Mr. Palmer, of New York, remarked that Mr. 
Burnett was well aware that gentlemen would 
have to speak to small auditories, so they prefer- 
re-d to address their views through the press to 
their constituencies. 

At a quarter of nine o'clock the committee 
rose, and the House adjourned.

Tho Mortara Case. 

President Buchanan replies as follows to the 
Israelite Committee in New York, who solicit- 
e-d the interference of this Government in the 
Mortara case: 

Washington City, Tuesday , Jan 4, 1859. 

Sir: 1 have had the honor of receiving your 
favor of the 90th ultimo, with the resolutions re- 
cently adopted by "The Representatives of the' 
Ui.ited Congregations of the Israelites of the City • 
of New York," on the subject of the abduction 
and detention of Edgar Mortara from his parents, 
under the authority of the Papal Government. 

The letters addressed to me, on the 20th of 
November and the 10th ultimo, to which you re- 
call my attention, were refeired in regular course 
to the State Department, and have been substan- 
tially answered in the letters addressed by the 
Secretary of State on the 21st of November and j 
the 8th of November last, to Mr A. Hart, Piesi- I 
dent of the Congregations of "Mickvc Israel," 
Philadelphia. These letters have been exten- 
sively published throughout the country, and it 
is evident from their face that the opinion therein t 
expressed h is received my approbation. 

I have long been convinced that it is neither 
the right nor the duty of this Government to ex- 
ercise a moral censorship over the conduct of 
other independent governments, and to rebuke- 
them for acts which we may deem arbitrary and 
unjust towards their own citizens or subjects. 
Such a practice would tend to embroil us with all 
nations. We ourselves would not permit any 
foreign power thus to interfere with our domestic 
concerns anil enter protests against the legisla- ' 
tion or the action of our Government toward our 
own citizens. If an attempt ot the kind were 
made, we should promptly advise such a govern- 
■Mat in return to confine themselves to their 
own affairs, and not intermeddle with our con- 
cerns. 

It is, perhaps, fortunate that the assertion of 
the principle of non-intervention on the part of 
the United States between foreign sovereigns and 
their own subjects has arisen in a case so well 
calculated to enlist our sympathies as that of the 
Mortara family. For this reason the precedent 
will be so much the stronger, and be entitled to 
the more binding force. 

It is enough for ns to defend the rights of our 
ow.i citizens under treaties of the law of nations, 
whenever and wherever these may be assailed by 1 
the government of any foreign country. Hi.d 
Mamola Mortara been 11 citizen of the United 
StateSi the case would have been very different. 
The Israelitish citizens of the United States have 
been regardless of their just rights in foreign 
countries, and they may rest assured that they 
shall receive the same protection when domiciled 
abrdad, during my administration, which is ex- 
tended to all other citizens of our common coun- 
try. They would ask no more and shall receive 
nothing less.
